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THE ANCESTRY OF GOVERNOR JOHN WEBSTER 


Compiled by Mrs. S. H. Skillington, of Leicester, England

Editor's Note. This article, one of the most important and 
interesting that we have had the honor of publishing, has a fas- 
cinating history. In July, 1931, the late Col. Charles E, Banks 
published in The New York Genealogical and Biographical Record 
(Vol. 62, pp. 232-234) a short setters revealing fhe English origin 
of John Webster, a prominent citizen of Hartford, Conn., and Had- 
ley, Mass., and Governor of Connecticut. This article gave ab- 
stracts of the wills of the father and grandfather of John Webster 
and, from the registers of Cossington, co. Leicester, records of 
John's marriage, his grandfather's burial, and the baptisms of 
three of his children. It is surprising that this revelation was 
not promptly and vigorously followed by further research to obtain 
a more extended history of the antecedents of the family in Eng- 
land. 

Mrs. Bruce H. (Ethlyn Brown) Sisier is maternally descended 
from Gov. John Webster. In 19h Colonel Sisler, then serving in 
the army, made the acquaintance of S. H. Skillington, F. S. A., 
honorary secretary of The Leicestershire Archaeological Society, 
and of his accomplished wife, Mrs. S. H. (Florence E.) Skillington. 
The latter, a native of Cossington, is a keen student of its an- 
tiquities, and became deeply interested when she learned of the 
findings made by Colonel Banks relative to the Webster family. 

In subsequent correspondence between the Skillingtons and the 
Sislers, much additional data on the history of the Webster family 
were supplied by the former. When permission was requested to 
make the data public, Mrs. Skillington very kindly typed the ma- 
terial and sent it to Mrs. Sisler, nearly in the form in which it 
is now printed. The editor, in fact, has done little gore than 
to rearrange the charts slightly for greater convenience in fit- 
ting the dimensions of our printed pages. 

Webster descendants are also indebted to the Skillingtons 
for the Cossington illustrations which provide a pictorial back- 
ground to the Webster history. 
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The Websters of Cossington and Syston 


The evidence in support of this pedigree has been 
collected from the following sources: the Register of 
the Freemen of Leicester, Vol. I; Records of the Borough 
of Leicester, Vols. III and IV; Leicestershire Medieval 
Village Notes, Vols. II and Iv; the parish register of 
Cossington; documents in the Leicester Museum Muniment 
Room; and in the Leicester Probate Registry. 

Information about the parish and people of Syston, co. 
Leicester, in the Tudor period is scarce; on the other 
hand, documents relating to the obscure village of Cos- 
sington are unusually plentiful. The parish register, 
though not complete for the earliest years, contains en- 
tries dating from 1558 and, what is also rare, the ac- 
counts of the churchwardens for some seventy years in 
the sixteenth century have survived. From these and the 
other documents set forth in the appendix, it is possi- 
ble to form an estimate of the Webster family during the 
five generations that preceded John IV's emigration to 
America. 

William Webster of Syston, butcher, became a freeman 
of Leicester in 1502/3; this enabled him to sell his meet 
in Leicester without paying a heavy toll. It also laid 
upon him responsibilities, notably those of fair trading 
and of contributing a reasonable amount to the borough 
expenses. His eldest son, John, took up his freedom in 
1509/10, when he would probably be in his early twen- 
ties. He paid the Lay Subsidy in Syston in 152) and his 
name appears on the Musters there in 150. 

John Webster I became tenant, under the priory of Ul- 
verscroft, co. Leicester, of a farm in Cossington about 
1535, and in 15) he went to law about it. His oppo- 
nents, Thomas Chamberlain and William Chamberlain, were 
probably his friends, who joined him in a collusive suit 
to secure his title. It is significant thet Williem and 
Richard Chamberlain were witnesses to the will of Emett 
Webster, John's widow. In 155) John bought this house 
and farm, where he had lived for some years. His name 
appears twice in the churchwardens' accounts: in 155 he 
paid rent for a piece of land (a butte) and in 159 he 
held the office of churchwarden. 

John Webster I died before 1558 when his widow, Emett, 
made her will. Emett, whose brother, William Welle, was 
in holy orders, belonged to the old school of churchman- 
ship; she not only left the customary fourpence to Lin- 
coln Cathedral and to her parish church, but she endowed 
@ mass and left other money to Cossington church. It is 
not difficult to picture the day of her funeral: family 
ani friends were early at church for the dirge and mass 
that preceded the burial and then went home for break- 


fast. 
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After the meal a little party of relatives and neigh- 
bours went through the three rooms of the house valuing 
its austere equipment, and out onto the land to price 
the stock and implements. Then they would return to the 
house, gather round the table again, the one among them 
who could write occupying the only cheir, and so make 
out the inventory. 

The churchwerdens' accounts show John Webster II pay- 
tng his mother's legacy, collecting a levy and doing 
business for the village at Stamford. Stamford, whose 
fair was one of the most notable in the Midlands—its 
fame penetreted even to Justice Shallow in remote Clou- 
cestershire—is about thirty miles from Cossington, and 
that, with a laden waggon on Tudor roads would be three 
days' journey. His spouse, the "goodwyfe Webster,” was 
responsible for the church's washing. In 1572 John Web- 
ster was taxed 6s. 8d. for the ley subsidy; his brother 
William, at Thrussington, paid twice as much, which sug- 
gests that he hed received an eldest son's portion from 
John I. William Webster became a freeman of Leicester, 
possibly for the second time, in 1576, and he was still 
living in 1585. John had died ten years earlier. 

John Webster TIT, whose domestic life was punctuated 
by a pathetic succession of lyings in and leyings out, 
appears to have married shortly after his rgrandmother's 
death. His bride, Isebel, died in childbed within a 
yeer and he married again very soon, for another babe 
was laid in the churchyard before sixteen months were 
out. In those days, when no man could run a farm or a 
business without a helpmeet, he would not be accused of 
inconstancy. 

He prospered in business; the accounts show that he 
ranked extra land and that he was taxed quite highly for 
parish purposes. He became, after the squire and the 
parson, a leading mean in the village; in fact, his name 
appears next after theirs in the articles of agreement 
made in 1585. It is interesting to notice that these 
rules, that were "to contynew for ever,” were drawn up 
at a time when England was in greater peril than she was 
ever to be again until 190. 

In 1587 Matthew Webster, John's son and heir, mar- 
ried, and his father settled one third of his farm on 
the young couple, with the remainder to come to them and 
their issue after his death. John would, of course, give 
them cattle, sheep and implements at the same time; this 
should be remembered when considering John's will. Mat- 
thew and his father were probably partners before the 
marriage, for in 1586 they both paid ls. hd. for the tax 
called "the fifteene.” Matthew webster died in 1592, 
leaving a widow, one son and two daughters. His will 
appears to have been made hurriedly, but it was witness- 
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ed by his father-in-law, the squire and the parson. John 
Webster died two years later. 

There is not much evidence of John Webster IV's life 
in Englend. He married, when only nineteen, a girl whose 
family had lived in Cossington at least as long as his 
own. She bore him nine children, only two of whom died 
in infancy. He prepared to leave his homeland in 163). 
The deeds show thet he then owned in Cossington three 
houses and a cottare, various small closes, about one 
hundred acres of arable land, and considerable grazing 
rights. 

ar John Webster set out for the New World with a wife 
still vigorous, six stalwart children, some implements 
of husbandry, and with more than £1,000 in his posses- 
sion. 


Postscript 


Anthony Webster, whose neme appears both in the par- 
ish register and in the churchwardens! accounts, must 
have been some relation (how close it is impossible to 
say) to the Websters of Cossington. He is almost cer- 
tainly the seme Anthony Webster who became a freeman of 
Leicester in 1571, and made a respectable living there 
for many yeers. As Governor John kept in touch with 
relatives in Leicester, a few details of this branch of 
the family heve been included. 


Notes 


The Register of the Freemen of Leicester, which has 
been published, contains the names of all the people who 
did a retail trade in the town from early in the middle 
ages until the eighteenth century, when the system broke 
down. William Webster, butcher, would have to join be- 
fore he could sell meat in Leicester market; his first 
son would be admitted on the payment of a nominal fee, 
and other sons at a somewhat higher rate, though not so 
high as that expected froma stranger. The Corporation 
were strict on enrolling freemen. They had to be, as 
they depended on them for funds to run the town. Natu- 
relly, resident freemen were taxed more heavily than the 
others. William Webster of Thrussington was struck off 
for non-payment of fees, but that probably means no more 
than that he had allowed his freedom to lapse because he 
no longer wished to use the market. A man could not be- 
come a freeman until he was 21 years old.

NOTES ON PEDIGREE OF WEBSTER OF COSSINGTON 
(page 201) 


The editor is responsible for the pedigrees in the form in which 
they are presented, having enlarged them somewhat. 

It is not certain whether William (bur. 5 Feb. 1572/3) was son of 
John II or John III. If the latter, he could have been only a chil 
and must have been older than Matthew, since he was described as 
"son and heir." 

It is not impossible that John III had older surviving daughters 
than Margaret, if they had received their full portions at marriage, 
although Margaret is the only surviving daughter proved by the pro- 
bate records. The Eleanor who m. 6 July 1590 William Lane may be a 
daughter of John III born between Matthew and Margaret, since her 
marriage occurred before the wills of her father and brother were 
made. A William Love was made a supervisor of his will by John III. 
Is it possible that this was Eleanor's husband, and that his name 
in the Cossington register (it would be spelled 'Loue' most likely) 
was so written that it would apnrear to be Lane? This speculation is 
put forward merely as an item for possible future exploration, and 
it may be that Love wills, if they exist, would establish the con- 
nection, 

The marriage of a John Webster on 6 Apr. 1583 to Alice Olven is 
a puzzle. If Matthew's brother John was younger than himself, as 
seems probable, he would be excessively young for the marriage. It 
may be that this was a third marriage of John III. 

If the Elizabeth Webster who m. 10 Nov. 1592 Thomas Chamberlain 
was Matthew's widow, she remarried some two months after his death. 
If the marriage pertains to the daughter of John III, however, it 
will be noted that she remained a maiden until she was thirty. As 
to this question, Chamberlain wills might provide the solution. 

The editor is solely responsible for the circa dates of birth 
assigned in the earlier generations of the direct line. Their ob- 
ject is to provide a check on the chronology. But with the possible 
exception of the first generation, it is believed that they should 
not be more than two or three years away from the fact. --D. L. J. 
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ALL SAINTS' CHURCH, COSSINGTON

Matthew Webster died on 13 Sept., 3) Elisabeth, 1592. 

Elisabeth survived Matthew and was solely seised of the virgate. 

John Webster died 12 Oct., 36 Elisabeth, 159k. 

John Webster, son of Matthew, is kinsman and next heir and was 
aged years, 1 month and 28 days in 159 at John Webster's death. 
The premises were held of Queen Elisabeth, as of her manor cof East 
Greenwich, co. Kent, by fealty only, in free socage and worth 10 s,

To her daugh- 
ter Agnes Storer she left 6 stone of flax, to Robert Storer a ewe, 
to her godson Lawrence Storer a ewe lamb. She bequeathed a bushel 
of rye to John Bingylbye and a flaxen sheet and a towel to her god- 
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son William Pollard. The residue of her estate she left to her son 
John. She appointed her son John Webster and her brother William 
Welle, Vicar of Ashby, her executors and gave them half a stone of 
rye for their labour, and her son William Webster she made overseer 
of her will and gave him 5 wethers for his pains.

To his brother John “ebster he left 3 lamb nogs, to 
his brother-in-law James Aston 3 lamb hogs and to his sister Mar- 
garet Webster one ewe and one lamb, The residue of his estate he 
divided into four parts: one part he bequeathed to his son John 
Webster at the age of twenty-one years; the other three parts he 
left between his daughters Fayth and Anis at their marriage or at 
the age of twenty-one vears. He aprointed his wife Elizabeth sole 
executrix and guardian of his children, ani he made Mr. Babington 
and Mr. Boothe supervisors of his will.

The rest of his movable 
goods unbequeathed he left to his son John and his daughter Marga- 
ret, and made them his joint executors. He appointed Christopher 
Blackborne and William Love suvervisors of his will.

Heugh he left 10 s. and to his son Anthony 10 s. and his best cloak. 
To his daughter Helina Webster he left a joined bedstead, a feather 
bed (the best of the two feather beds), a towel, a blanket, a bol- 
ster and two feather pillows, to be delivered to her after the 
death of his wife. He gave his maid, Alice Pouer, 6s. 8d. The 
residue of his estate he bequeathed to his sons Samuel and Thomas 
Webster, whom he made his executors. And he arpointed John God- 
dard of Beeby overseer of his will.

1640. The will of Samuel Webster of Leicester, cordwainer, made

est daughter, Elizabeth “‘lebster, he left his house in Cank Street 
called the George, now in the hands of the testator and of Mr. An- 
thony Rudyard, innholder. To his second daughter Anne, the wife of 
Richard Simnel, he left £30; to his grandchild, the eldest daughter 
of Anne Simnel, he left "one greate brasse panne weighing fourteen 
pounds."

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‘THE QUARRELL FAMILY 
IN WALES AND THE WELSH BORDER COUNTIES OF ENGLAND 


By John Insley Coddington, of Arlington, Virginia 


The neme of Quarrell seems to be a relatively rare 
one. Whether it is a variant of the more common neme of 
Cuarles is not at present known. The family of which we 
treat first appears in the county of Radnor in Wales, 
but the form of the name is not Welsh, and it may well 
be that members of the family migrated to Wales from the 
border counties of Hereford or Worcester. According to 
Henry F. Waters, Ceneelorical Cleanings in England (Bos- 
ton, Mass., 1901), vol. 1, pp. £06, ett, one Thomas 
Quarrell of the City of Hereford, mercer, flourished in 
161) and 1627. George Baskerville of Tewkesbury, co. 
Gloucester, esq., married about 1580 Fleanor Quarrell, 
daughter of Quarrell, of Evesham, co. Worcester. 


1. Rev. John Quarrell, probebly born in co. Radnor, 
ca. 1585-6; metriculated (as of co. Radnor, pleb., aged 
19) at Jesus College, Oxford, 26 April 1605; graduated 
B. A. 41 Oct. 1608; proceeded . A. 9 July 1612; Vicar 
of Llanfihangel Crugcorney, co. Monmouth, 161). He may 
have been a brother of Peter Quarrell, whose daughter 
became the first wife of Rev. Vavasor Powell (1617-1670), 
e Welsh. Nonconformist preacher, who was by birth a Pad- 
norshire man and was educated at Jesus College, Oxford, 
and for whose stormy career see the Dictionary of Nation- 
al Biography. 

Fev. John Quarrell was probably the father of the 
following, sons: 


2. i. Rev. James Quarrell, b. ca. 1630. 

ii. Rev. Thomas Quarrell, usher at the Puritan Free School 
in the town of Montgomery, co. Montgomery, 1653; an 
occasional preacher at Oswestry, co. Salop; later a 
Baptist. He migrated south before 1669 and became a 
preacher at Whitchurch, co. Glamorgan, and also 
preached at other places in Glamorganshire and Mon- 
mouthshire. He was licensed as Curate at Shirenewton, 
co. Monmouth, 25 July 1672 (A. G. Matthews, Calamy 
Revised, Oxford: Clarendon Press, 193, p. OI). He 
Is known to have been a "relative" of the first wife 
of his contemporary, Vavasor Powell, and the relation- 
ship was probably that of first cousin. 

iii. Rev. Timothy Quarrell, matriculated as "cler. fil." at 
Magdalen College, Oxford, 20 March 1650/1; clerk 
1651-9; graduated B. A. 10 Dec. 1653; proceeded M. A. 
12 June 1656; Rector of Bloxholme, co. Lincoln, 1676 
(Alumni Oxonienses). 
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2. Fev. James Quarrell (probably son of Rev. John 
Cuarrell) was born ca. 1630, and matriculated as "sac- 
erd. fil." at Jesus Collere, Oxford, 16 Cct. 16l:7, aged 
17. He did not stay long at Oxford, and did not take a 
degree. He wes an itinerant preacher in co. Montgomery 
ca. 168-9, and was settled as preacher at Forden, co. 
Montgomery, before 165%. In 165l, he stated that he 
believed in the personal reign of Christ. Fe was preach- 
ing at Ystradowen, co. Glamorgan, in 1657, but was back 
at Forden, co. Montgomery, before 4, Nov. 1659. Ile was 
imprisoned at Welshpool in 1660. He was a co-author of 
the Vavasoris Examen et Purgamen (165l:), in which an 
ettempt was made to clear his relative, Fev. Vavasor 
Powell, of the cherges brought arainst him. James Quar- 
rell and Timothy Thomas, preachers, were leratees in 
the will of Philip ap Richard, of Maesburv, co. Salop, 
1653 (P.C.C., 2 Wootton). In 1672, Mr. James Querrell 
was licensed to preach at Shrewsbury, where he lived the 
remaining six vears of his life. He was buried at ft. 
Chad's Church in Shrewsbury, 17 April 1678, leaving a 
will, dated & March 1672, and proved in the Consistory 
Court of Lichfiell 8 Oct. 1678 by his widow and execu- 
trix, Abigail Quarrell. He named therein his wife Abi- 
pail, children James, Samuel and Elizabeth (minors), and 
his “voungest children” Edward, Anna, John and Susanna 
(elso minors). 

Rev. James Quarrell married first, about 1657, Doro- 
thy Lewis, born about 1632, died about 1662, daughter of 
Sdwerd and Jane ( ) Lewis of West Felton, co. Calop. 
Fdward Lewis of ‘iert Felton, gent., died about 1633, and 
his widow Mrs. Jane Lewis married at St. Julian's Church, 
Shrewsbury, co. Selop, 22 Sept. 163), Samuel Whichcote 
of Shrewsbury, gent., who was baptized at Burford, co. 
falop, 26 rarch 1611. Samuel Whichcote was a son of 
Christopher Whichcote of Stoke in the parish of Burford, 
esquire, who was born at London 31 July 1571 and died 
there 1 April 1620 (Will, "of Stoke in the parish of 
Burford, co. Salop, esquire,” dated 1 April 1620, proved 
30 June 1620; P.C.C., 66 Soame), by his wife Flizabeth 
Fox (born ca. 1573, buried at St. Julian's Church, 
Shrewsbury, 10 Aug. 1666; will dated 15 May 1657, proved 
at Lichfield 3 Oct. 1666), daughter of Edward Fox of 
Greet, co. Salop, esquire. Samuel Whichcote was a bro- 
ther of Rev. Benjamin Whichcote, D.D., Provost of Kings 
College, Cambridge (born 1609, died 168%; see Dictionary 
of National Biorraphv), and of Sir Jeremy Whichcote, lst 
Baronet (101-1677). The date of Samuel Whichcote's 
death has not been found, but he anc his wife appear to 
have lived at West Felton. His wife, Mrs. Jane ( )

Julien's Church, Shrewsbury, 15 Feb. 1708/9, leaving a 
ey and complex will, dated 3 Nov. 1708, proved 3 Mar. 
1708/9 (P.C.C., 52 Lane), in which he devised his bakery 
and most of his property to his third and favorite 
daughter, Elizabeth (who married William Russell, beker); 
but certain other property he had in or near the Castle 
Foregate in Shrewsbury (now seemingly lying in or near 
the Railroad Etation) he devised equally to his first, 
second, fourth and fifth daughters, Eleanor, Mary, Mar- 
tha end Hannah.

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“BRADT OR PRATT OF ALBANY AND NEW YOPF, N. Y. 
Compiled by Donald Lines Jacobus 


1. Albert Andriesz was a native of Frederikstad, in 
the southeast of Norway, hence received in the early 
records the appellation of Noorman. Later the surname 
Bradt (or Bratt) was applied to him, and his descendants 
employed this surname except the family of his son Storm 
who, for reasons which will presently appear, transmit- 
ted the name Van der Zee. 

O'Callaghan listed Albert Andriesz among the colonists 
of 1630, probably on tne strength of the statement made 
by his son-in-law Roelofs Swartwout at the time of Al- 
bert's death in 1686, that he was "one of the oldest and 
first inhabitants of the colony of Rensselaerwyck.” This 
statement should not be taken too literally, for no ref- 
erence has been found to Albert in the records before 
1636, and the evidence is excellent that the family came 
that year. 

The log of the ship, The Arms of FRensselaerwyck, on 
its voyage from Amsterdam to New Netherland and return, 
25 Sept. 1636 to 7 Nov. 1637, has been preserved in the 
Yan Rensselaer Bouwier Manuscripts. Under date of Sun- 
day, 2 Nov. 1636, mention is made of. "very hich seas” 
and a "severe storm,” and then we read; "This day a 
child was born on the ship, and named and baptized in 
England stoerm; the mother is annetie baernts." This 
bears out an Old tradition that Storm Van der Zee (storm 
from the sea), son of Albert Andriesz Bradt and Annet je 
Barents Van Rotmers, was born at sea during a storm. The 
ship after the storm put in to an English port for re- 
pairs, and this explains the child receiving the English 
word storm for his name. 

From Albert's appellation “de Noorman" (the Norwegian) 
came the name "the Norman's Kill,” where he had a farm 
and built a mill on a stream just south of Aldany. Here 
he lived until his death on 7 June 1686. 

Fis first wife, Annetje Barents, died about 1662. On 
3 June 1662, "Albert Andriesz, widower of the late Annet- 
je Barentsz van Rotmerz, dwelling in the colony of Fens- 
selaerwyck in New Netherland,” made an arreement with 
"Yr. Roeloff fwartwout, husband and guardian of Eva Al- 
bvertsz, daughter of Albert Andriesz, Barent and Storm 
Alvbertsz, sons of said Albert Andriesz, Theunis €linrer- 
land, husband and guardian of Engeltie Albertsz, and Jan 
van Fekelen, husband and guardian of Gisseltie Albertsz, 
as well for themselves as in these presents filling the 
place of and undertaking for Andries, Jan and Dirck Al- 
bertsz, minor children, sons and daughters of said Albert 
Andriesz, their father, and Annetie Barentse, their moth- 
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er, deceased,” with respect to the sale of the chil- 
dren's interest in their mother's estate, a house in 
Amsterdam in New Netherland [New York], “at present oc- 
cupied by the honorable Burgomaster Albert Anthony." 

Annetje Barents's mother, Geesie Barents, so called 
probably as wife of Barent, was in this country, at Fort 
Orange, as early as 16:2, when she made a joint will 
with her second husband, Pieter Jacobsen, calling her- 
self "Cysje Pieters,*® meaning wife of Pieter, in which 
all their property was left to her daughter, "Annitje 
Alberts," Alberts in this usage meanin; wife of Albert. 
In 1667 Geesie Barents was still living and stood spon- 
sor at Kingston at the baptism of her great-franddaugh- 
ter Cornelia, daughter of Foeloff fwartwout and Aefje 
Albertse Bratt. 

Albert Andriesz, efter the death of Annetje, was mar- 
ried a second time, to Geertruy Pieterse Coeymans, widow 
of Abraham Pietersz Vosburgh, ancestress by her first 
husband of the Vosburg family. This marriage. was not a 
happy venture for either party and did not long endure, 
being dissolved by a legal divorce 2) Oct. 1670. 

Albert Andriesz had a brother, Arent Andriesz Pradt, 
also of Albany, who married Catalina, daughter of An- 
dries de Yos, and died before 10 Oct. 166) leaving six 
surviving children,-Jeffie, Adrisaeantie, Andries, Dirck, 
famuel end Cornelia Andriesz. This family settled in 
Schenectady. The daughter Adrieantje merried first, 
Helmer Otter, and second, Reyer Jacobse Echermerhorn; 
with her second husband she conveyed, 21 Feb. 1683/, to 
Barent Albertse Bratt {her first cousin], "a certain old 
house and lot standing and lying without the north gate 
of Albany on the west side between the house of. said 
Barent Albertse and the lot of Pieter Bogardus.”

A power of attorney was given at Fort Orange, 16 July 
1658, by Barent Albertsen, husband of Susanna Dirckx, to 
Varitien Jans, his wife's mother, to demand and receive 
in Norway ("uyt Noorweegen®) his wife's share from the 
estate of her father Dirck Dircksz. The next day a pow- 
er of attorney was given to his mother Maritien Jans by 
Dirck Dircksen "in the presence of Barent Albertsen, his 
brother-in-law and guardian.” 

The joint will of Jan Jensz Noorman and his wife Ma- 
ritie Jan (also called Dirck), made 21 Apr. 167%, made 
provision for her daughter "Susanna Dircx (whom she pro- 
created with her former husband, Dirck Dircksz Mayer, 
deceased but “said daughter's husband, named Barent 
Albertsz, shall receive nothing thereof." Provision was 
also mede for the son of the testatrix, named Dirck 
Mayer, “whom she also procreated with her aforenamed 
husband, deceased.* 

Confirmatory patents of land were granted, 19 Aur. 
1697, to Egbert Teunisse and Barent Albertse Bradt. On 
7 June 1698, the trial of Barent Albertse Bradt was or- 
dered on a charge of having killed an Onondaga sachem. 

The children of Barent were all born before the rec- 
ords of the Albany Dutch Church begin in 1683. At the 
end of that year, Barent and Susanna Bratt were listed 
among the members. Their son Anthony was chamberlain of 
the city and sexton of the church, and at his death was 
succeeded as sexton by his son Barent. This Barent 
Pradt kept a record of church burials from 1722 to 1757 
which was preserved. The first entry was the burial of 
“Theunis Bradt" [his father] on 16 Feb. 1722, and a few 
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entries below he recorded on 8 lay 1722 the burial of 
"Susana Bradt (my grandmother).” We thus learn thet 
the widow of Barent survived to old are, and incidental- 
ly this entry proves three generations.

Anna Bratt, with her husband Salo- 
mon Frederiksz De Boog, was living there as early as 
1694, and Jacob and Isaac Bratt acted as sponsors at the 
baptisms of some of Anna's children. Both Jacob and 
Isaac Bratt were described in their marriage records as 
from Albany. Each named his eldest daughter Susanna; 
each named a son Barent. Anna (Bratt) De Boog and Isaac 
Bratt were sponsors at the baptisms of children of Jaca 
Bratt; and Anna (Bratt) De Boog and Jacob Bratt were 
sponsors for the first child of Isaac Bratt. Both Jacob 
and Isaac named a son Anthony after their eldest broth- 
er, then a prominent citizen of Albany. Isaac Bratt and 
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his sister Anna went to Albany to act as sponsors at 
the baptism of a child of their brother Dirk Barents. 
And finally, Barent and Susanna Bratt twice came from 
Albany to witness the christening of children of Jacob, 
and arain to act as sponsors (together with Jacob and 
Anna) for the twins of Isaac. 

It is quite clear from these evidences that Jacob was 
a son of Barent and Susanna Bradt. Jacob's will, made 
15 Jan. 17L:):/5, proved July 1746, named his children 
Evert, Nicholas, Susanna and Janettie, and appointed as 
executors his two sons "and my relative, William Saton, 
carpenter” [New York Wills, }:8,]. This last name was 
not found in other records and it was suspected that 
"Saton”™ was one of the numerous mistakes in the printed 
abstracts and that "Laton™ was intended. William Laton 
had several children baptized in the Dutch Church, New 
York, between 1727 and 17:3, and among tice sponsors for 
these children were Jacob Bratt and his daughter Jan- 
netje (Bratt) Van Gelder. This, then, was the relative 
named in Jacob Bratt's will. 

The wife of William Laton was Margrietje Keteluyn. 
On 11 Nov. 1731, according to the printed abstracts of 
wills, administration on the estate of Daniel "FKettle- 
huysen” of Albany was granted to his sons-in-law, Hen- 
drick Vandewater, William Lattin, and Teunis Woortman. 
But these were the husbands of daughters of David Fetel- 
uyn. So this is another error in the printed abstracts. 
The wife of David Keteluyn was Johanna Bratt, sister of 
Jacob. William Leton's wife was therefore niece of Ja- 
cob Bratt, which explains the relationship.

RECENT BOOKS 


Early Rehoboth. Documented Historical Studies of 
Families and Events in This Plymouth Colony Township. 

By Richard LeBaron Bowen. Volume III. Cloth, 186 p. 
Fully indexed. Order from author, 17% Columbus Avenue, 
Pawtucket, R. I. $5.00. 

Historically, this volume is perhaps the most impor- 
tant of the three volumes thus far issued in the series. 
Verbatim copies are given of numerous documents relating 
to the early phases of King Philip's War, which are more 
vivid and colorful than the "standard" accounts, increase 
our knowledge of details, and lead to some new conclu- 
sions. The poems of Deacon Philip Walker of Rehoboth 
are a revelation to the literary and military historians 
alike, for this "mute, inglorious Milton,” using the 
events of the war as the background for his verse, showed 
some knowledge of the classics as well as of the Bible, 
and had a strongly individual style of his own. Mr. 
Bowen has shown scholarly acumen in fixing the date of 
the poems (p. 5), but this reviewer somehow feels that 
the dialect of the poems may be north-country English 
rather than Ecottish, as Mr. Bowen tentatively suggests. 

It would also be helpful, now that the menuscript has 
been printed in its original phonetic dress, to present 
@ second version, with conventional spelling and punctu- 
ation, to make it possible to read the poems through 
with attention to style and content, without stopping to 
puzzle out what words are intended. Most readers have 
to reread such a line as “ffor ast has bin tas dun no 
good to none" to determine that it means, "For as it has 
been it has done no good to none." 

The chapter on "Captain George Wright" does much to 
explain the professional soldier and the military caste 
in seventeenth-century New England, so often at odds with 
the civil and religious leaders, yet so necessary to the 
security of the infant colonies. Valuable genealogical 
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data on the families of George Wright (here proved to be 
ancestor of the Flushing Wright family) and of Richard 
Wright of Rehoboth are included. 

Genealogists will particularly welcome the abstracts 
of deeds pertaining to Rehoboth from the records of Ply- 
mouth Colony and Bristol County, 1640 to 1705. We here 
learn, for instance, that Thomas Morris of New Haven was 
earlier at Seekonk, which suggests, as Mr. Bowen points 
out, that he was brother of Robert Morris of Seekonk and 
of Adonijah Morris of Providence. 

The pictures and maps add to the attractiveness of 
the book. The series differs from the usual local town 
history in several respects. It is based on a tremendous 
amount of "digging" in documentary sources. It goes far 
beyond the borders of Rehoboth. The author studies cer- 
tain subjects intensively and devotes specific chapters 
to each subject, bringing together from many sources a 
wealth of illuminating detail. These and other factors 
result in the series being of general rather than merely 
local historical importance. It is futile to wish that 
histories of other towns resembling these volumes may ep- 
pear, for it requires talent and knowledge of a unique 
order to produce them.

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‘FENRY SWAIN OF CHARLESTOWN, MASS. 
By G. Andrews Moriarty, A. M., LL. B., F.S.A. 


Henry Swain,who lived in Charlestown at the close of 
the seventeenth century, is a man whose parentage offers 
some difficulties. He was a cooper by trade and was 
taxed at Charlestown on 17 Feb. 1672/3 (Charlestown Town 
Books, Vol. 3-, p. 146). He was one of the Charlestown 
men who served under Capt. Samuel mag in the Narra- 
gansett Swamp Fight in December, 1675 (New England Hist. 
and Gen. Register, Vol. 8, p. in 
King Philip's War, p. 75), and in 1733 Benjamin Swain of 
Boston was claimant, as his heir, for his share in the 
lands granted to the soldiers of the Swamp Fight in Nar- 
ragansett Township No. 5 (Bedford) (Register, op. cit., 
Vol. 16, pp. 143-4; Bodge, op. 

He was taxed at Charlestown in 1677-8, was off the 
list in 1680/1, but was again taxed in the list of 21 
Aug. 1688 (Pegister, op. cit., Vol. 3, p. 269). He tes- 
tified in J. Rob's case in 1679, "aged 32 years" (Middle- 
sex Court Files; Wyman, Genealogies and Estates of Char- 
lestown, Vol. 2, p. 917). On 3 March 1698/79 he Joined 
the Lothrop heirs in a deed. He died before 1 July 1712. 

He married first, 16 Nov. 1670, Mary Smith, who died 
of the smallpox on 7 (6) 1678; and second, 21 Aug. 1679, 
Hannah, daughter of Benjamin Lothrop of Charlestown, 
cooper, and granddeughter of the Rev. John Lothrop of 
Barnstable, Plymouth Colony. She remarried, 1 July 1712, 
Henry Berresford of Charlestown, by whom she had had a 
child before her marriage to Swain (Register, op. cit., 
Vol. 102, p. 75).

On 3 Mar. 1698/9, the heirs of Benjamin Lothrop, John 
Goodwin, Henry Swain and William Brown (i.e. the hus-

bands of Benjamin's daughters Martha, Hannah and Mary) 
agreed that the estate of their father, Benjamin Lothrop, 
should remain with their mother, his widow Martha, for 
life and should be divided on her death (Middlesex Deeds, 
Vol. 12, leaf 292). On 20 Nov. 171), Martha Goodwin, 
widow of John, administratrix of the estate of her fa- 
ther, Benjamin Lothrop, cooper, of Charlestown, deceased, 
Hennah Borrisford, “formerly the wife of Henry Swain,” 
and William Brown, all of Charlestown, in consideration 
of £15 and the £15 already expended by him on the prem- 
ises, deeded to Henry Bodge of Charlestown, ship carpen- 
ter, "who married with the daughter of Anna Swain now 
Borrisford, daughter of the deceased Benjamin and Martha 
Lothrop,” the house and land of "our father Benjamin Lo- 
throp of Charlestown," bounded by the highwey, the Dry 
Dock, Mr. John Blaney, the heirs of Mr. Richard Bentley 
and the Great Street (Ibid., Vol. 17, leaf 571). 

Jeremiah Swain was a proprietor at Charlestown in 
1642. He removed to Reading, Mass., about 16,6 and was 
a proprietor there in 16:7. He died at Reading, 2 April 
1658. His widow Mery remarried, 31 Aug. 1658, Thomas 
Clarke of Reading, as his second wife. 

Jeremiah and Mary Swain had the following children: 


i. Jeremiah, bapt. 1: 1 mo.: 163/h; Major, of Reading, a 
noted soldier of Philip's War; m. at Reading, 5 Nov. 
166, Mary Smith, and had a large family. He d. 13 
Aug. 1710. 

30 Jan. 1644/5; of Charlestown; d. after 1673 
and before 3 Oct. 1676; m. in 1669, Mary Moore. Ad- 
ministration on his estate was granted to the widow, 
Mary, on 3 Oct. 1776 (Middlesex Probate, Vol. 3, p.

The sons are not named, but they are evidently Jeremiah, 
born in 16), John, born in 1645, and Thomas, born in 
1649. Administration on the estate of Jeremiah was 
granted, 25 June 1658, to the widow Mary (Middlesex Pro- 
bate, Vol. 1, p. 157). On 28 Dec. 1658, the County Court 
ordered a division of the estate to be made as follows: 
To the widow, "the now wife of Thomas Clarke,” 2/7; To 
the eldest son, 2/7, and to the other three children, 

1/7 each (Ibid., Vol. 1, p. 165; Misc. Probate Before 
1692, ppe 391-2). 

From the above evidence it is clear that Wyman erred 
in making Henry who, according to his deposition made 
in 1679, was born in 167, the son who was eight years 
old in 1658. The latter was obviously Thomas, born 
Oct. 1649, and the parentage of Henry must be sought 
elsewhere. 

In 1638 a Henry Swain was a proprietor at Charlestown 
(Pope's Pioneers, p. ijl). He is evidently the "Goodman 
Swain" who was taxed 6 d. as the head of a family at 
Charlestown on 1 March 1657/8, and is clearly the "Hen: 
Swan" who appears in the Charlestown tax list of 16 Nov. 
ay (Charlestown Town Records 169-1706). On 15 July 

667 Marmaduke Johnson, printer, sued Henry Swain and 
—— Barrett. In 1677 Thomas Smith's wife and the 
widow Swain were allowed a cow in common (Charlestown 
Town Records, Vol. 3-, p. 190). This may be the widow 
of thie Henry, but it may also be Mary, the widow of 
Jeremiah's son John. It is suggested that Henry Swain 
who married Hannah Lothrop was the son of this earlier 
Henry, about whom little is known, but who was living in 
Charlestown from 1638 to 1667. 

The writer wishes to acknowledge the courtesy of Mrs.

In The American Genealogist (Vol. 15, pp. 8-15) I 
contributed an article upon the English ancestry of John 
Putnam and gave a tentative pedigree of his ancestors, 
the Puttenhams of Fddlesborough, co. Buckingham. Ina 
later issue of the same quarterly (Vol. 23, pp. 93-95), 
T gave additional data concerning this family. 

Quite recently my friend, A. Vere Woodman, Esq., of 
Wing, Bucks, has discovered an additional charter of the 
Eddlesborough family which is presented herewith.

It may be suggested that this Nicholas Puttenham was 
a son of Richard of 1387, 1390 and 1401, and a brother 
of John Puttenham of the same in 122. In view of the 
recurrence of the name Nicholas in the family (ante, 
Vol. 23, pe 94), this Nicholas, rather than the John of 
122, may be the great-grandfather of Nicholas Puttenham 
of Dagnalls in Eddlesborough, of John Puttenham of the 
same, and of Richard of Woughton, the ancestor of the 
Salem family.

BUTLER. Referring to my article (ante, Vol. 243, pp. 
16-23) about James Butler of Boston, the original papers 
in the suit of Oxe v. Keene reveal the following facts. 
On Februa:-y 22, 1677, James Butler, aged about 2) years, 
made a deposition about the condition of some anchovies 
sold to Keene by Oxe. In this deposition he describes 
Keene as “my master." In the same case and on the same 
date, Mary Griffin, aged 36 years, testified, also call- 
ing Keene her "master." (Supreme Judicial Court, Bos- 
ton, Case No. 1707.) 

This fixes the date of James Butler's birth in 1652 
or 1653 and adds something to our knowledge of Mary 
Griffin, who the next year had Butler convicted of bas- 
tardy.

WILCOX. The following correction should be made to 
my article on the Wilcox family appearing in The Ameri- 
can Genealogist, Vol. 19, pe 30. Under Stephen Wilcox, 
his will of 9 March 1776 also mentions his son Jireh. 
This Jireh did not marry, es there stated, Deborah Rus- 
sell; he married at Smithfield, R. I., on 19 Oct. 1760, 
Bathsheba, daurhter of Thomas and Abigail (Wilbur) Lap- 
ham of Smithfield. He lived in Smithfield, Uxbridge, 
Mass., and Glocester, FR. I. The husbend of Deborah 
Russell was one Tyler Wilcox, probably from Tiverton, 
R. I., whose ancestry has not been ascertained. This 
error arose from following the copy of Dartmouth Vital 
Records at New Bedford. I may say that as my chief in- 
terest was in his brother Culbut or Cuthbert, I did not 
make the same minute study of his brother Jireh.
